AMENDMENT OF THE DRUG TARIEF. 


In a circular letter issued this week, the Insurance Acts 
Committee urged Panel Committees to inform their con- 
stituents of certain alterations to the National Health 
Insurance Drug Tariff. 


The following alterations will take effect as from March 
1st, 1929. 


1. Chlorodyne.—Chlorodynum (B.P.C.) will be deleted from the 
Tariff, On and after March 1st, 1929, the term ‘‘ chlorodyne *’ used 
in a prescription without qualification should be interpreted by the 
chemist to mean Tinct, chlorof. et morph. (B.P. 1885). 

2. Thyroid Tablets.—All strengths of Tab. thyroid. sicc. will be 
deleted from the Tariff. Tab. thyroid. gland gr. 1/2, 1, and 3 will 
be added thereto. 

3. Lin, Aconiti Co.—Lin. aconiti co. (B.P.C.) (Meth.) will be 
deleted from the Tariff, and Lin. acomti co. of the following 
formula will be added thereto: Lin. aconiti meth., Lin. bellad. 
meth., Lin. chlorof., 4a partes aequales. 

4. Ung. Acid. Boric, Flav.—The formula for this ointment will be 
as follows: Pulv. ac. boric. gr. 48,* Paraff. moll. flav. ad gr. 480. 


The following alterations will take effect on July Ist, 


1. Linet. Diamorph.—Linct. diamorph. (B.P.C.) will be deleted 
from the Tariff, and Linct. diamorph. of the following formula will 
be added thereto: Diamorph. hydrochlor. (B.P?.) gr. 2/5, Glycerin 
(B.P.) m 120, Aq. ad m 480. 

2. Lin. Album.—Lin. album (B.P.C.) will be deleted from the 
Tariff, and Lin. album of the following formula will be added 
thereto: Liq. ammon. fort. (B.P.) m 60, Ol. terebinth. rect. (B.P.) 
m 60, Ol. gossypii sem. (B.P.C.) ad m 480. 

3. Lin, Methyl Salicyl—tLin. methyl salicyl. (B.P.C.) will be 
deleted from the Tariff, and Lin. methyl] salicy]. of the following 
formula will be added thereto: Methyl salicy!. (B.P.) m 120, Liq. 
calcis (B.P.) m 180, Ol. gossypii sem. (B.P.C.) ad m 480. 

4. Ung. Calaminae.—Ung. calaminae (B.P. 1885) will be deleted 
from the Tariff, and Ung. calaminae of the following formula will 
be added thereto: Calamin. E- (B.P.C.) gr. 80, Aq. m 60, 
Paraff. mol. flav. (B.P.) ad gr. 480. 

5. Ung. Todi Denigrescens.—Ung. iodi denigrescens (B.P.C’.) will 
be deleted from the Tariff, and Ung. iodi denigrescens of the 
following formula will be added thereto: Todi (B.P.) gr. 24, Ol. 
arachis (B.P.) m 48, Paraff. mol. flav. (B.P.) ad gr. 480. Rub the 
iodine with the oil in a warm mortar until solution is effected. 
Melt the soft parailin, add io the iodine solution, and mix 
Transfer to an evaporating basin and heat ona 
water-bath until complete combination is indicated by the develop- 
ment of a greenish colour. 


PROBLEMS OF APPROVED SOCIETIES. 
INCREASING SicKNESS RATE, 
At the annual meeting, held in London on March 5th, of the 
National Federation of Employees’ Approved Societies, some 
very serious statements were made with regard to the burden 
which the approved societies are now facing consequent upon 
the influenza epidemic and other depressing factors. 

Mr. Henry Lesser, from the chair, said that the National 
Health Insurance Act, 1928, was concerned with the adjustment 
of minor | of administration, incidentally tightening the 
grip of the department on the administrative services by 
eniarging the power of the Minister to make regulations, and 
it effected no substantial change in insurance benefits. The 
hopes held out during the committee stage of the measure that 
the waiting period before new members became entitled to 
additional benefits would be reduced from five to two years 
remained unfulfilled. This was partly due to the fact that 
approved societies were awaiting the results of their third 
valuation. He thought it would be found that most of the 
societies had not maintained tie high level of the previous 
valuations; if additional benefits were to be continued it would 
only be by drawing on reserves. Insured persons tended to 
regard additional benefits as normal benefits under the Act, and 
failed to understand that they might be of only temporary 
duration. The societies would always feel that it was a short- 
sighted policy on the part of the Government to reduce the 
grant towards expenditure on benefits. In view of the impor- 
tant place which national insurance had taken in the health 
services of the country, industry might well have asked that 
the Government proportion be increased. At present employers

cost of benefits, and four-fifths in the case of women. 

Since the second valuation | ay sickness experience had 
been steadily increasing, and, as a result of the influengg 
epidemic, 1939 bade fair to exceed in many societies all previgyg 
records in this respect. Some societies had per cent. of 
their total membership at present on the sick fund, influenza 
accounting for about half this number. The average period of 
sickness appeared to be about fourteen days, and though the 
death rate did not reach that of 1918 the burden on the 
societies, together with loss of contribution income due to 
unemployment, made it small matter for surprise if benefit 
funds were found unequal to the constantly increasing strain, 
(At the subsequent dinner of the Federation it was stated that 
judging by the criterion of previous epidemics, the societies 
must reconcile themselves to an excess cost this year of not 
less than £1,500,000 in benefit claims solely attributable to 
influenza.) 

Mr. Lesser added that State insurance was now essentially 
part of our industrial system, but as long as the whole burden 
of responsibility for the prevention and cure of industrial 
sickness was left to insurance practitioners under the conditions 
existing to-day it was not likely that much progress would 
be made towards removing the serious menace to industrial 
efficiency. The line of advance, in his view, was by linking 
up medical officers of health and factory certifying surgeons 
with the regional medical officers in the insurance service. 

A motion was carried by the Conference condemning any 
pooling of societies’ surpluses on the ground that it would 
undermine and eventually destroy the basis of approved society 
administration. The president declared that if surpluses were 
pocled and all societies paid uniform benefits there would be 
no object in maintaining the approved society system; the 
service could be run on lines very similar to those of un- 
employment insurance, but the spirit of the administration 
would be quite different from what it was at present, and 
the Federation would strenuously oppose any such proposal. _ 

A proposal to call the attention of the Ministry of Health 
to the possibility of benefit from osteopathic treatment, with 
a view to enabling societies to make such treatment an addi- 
tional benefit, was referred to the executive committee for 
consideration. A good deal was heard at the Conference -in 
criticism of insurance service, one speaker declaring that, after 
sixteen years of the ‘‘ panel,’’ there was to-day more sickness 
than before, also that dental and optical treatment were being 
‘* ridden to death,’”’ the faddists prescribing optical appliances 
for all and sundry. Practitioners who gave drugs “ simply 
to please the patient ’? were also condemned. 


At the annual dinner, at which the Medical Secretary was 
a guest, representing the British Medical Association, it was 
announced by Mr. E. Hacxrortu, deputy controller of health 
insurance, that in order that the dental benefit scheme under 
the Acts should be placed on such a basis as to secure the 
best possible service for insured persons the Minister of Health 
was setting up a new dental benefit council to make a resurvey 
of the position, and that the names of the members would be 
published in a few days. Mr. Hackforth added that £2,250,000 
per vear was being expended in drugs, that during 1928 nearly 
65.000,000 insurance prescriptions were dispensed, and that over 
£4,000,000 was expended last year on dental and ophthalmic 
treatment, nursing services, and treatment in hospitals and 
convalescent homes. Sir ARTHUR STANLEY, speaking of the 
central clinic in London for the way treatment of rheumatism, 
said that he hoped shortly to be able to announce that twenty 
clinics were at work in the home counties. ‘ 


DENTAL BENEFIT COUNCIL. 

Ix connexion with the provision of dental treatment for insured 
persons as an additional benefit under the scheme of national 
health insurance, a body to be known as the Dental Benefit 
Council has been set up in accordance with Regulations under 
the National Health Insurance Act, 1928

arrangements for securing a satisfactory service of den 
treatment for members of approved societies who are entitled 
to dental benefit, and of exercising, subject to the general 
responsibility of the Minister of Health and the Department

Security of Tenure, 

Sr,--Your leading article in the Journal for March 9th 
( 461) will undoubtedly bring hope to the hearts of many 
Aelia. Assistant medical officers are a numerous body. They 
take these posts without knowing that they are without security 
of tenure, without redress in case of hardship, and without 
representation, the Society of Medical Officers of Health being 

verned exclusively by chief medical officers. 

The local. authorities, on the other hand, know very well 
that they are in a position to do absolutely what they like. 
Councillors (and their wives) can, with safety, make secret 
complaints against assistant medical officers, who will simply 
be requested to resign without reason given, except that 
“there have been complaints.”” Cases of hardship are not 
rare; but each doctor feels it useless to say anything about it. 

I note your remark about compound interest ; in a recent case 
the local authority merely refunded the amount previously 
withheld under the superannuation fund, over several years, 
and definitely refused to pay any interest. Human nature 
being what it is, this state of affairs is not really surprising, 
although the defence is usually made that local authorities ave 
much too kind and good ever to be harsh and inequitable. The 
Dagenham and Poplar and Horton Asylum cases have been 
freely reported in the press, and will help to convince an 
incredulous public that injustice is really occurring. 

Of course, as members of the British Medical Association, 
assistant medical officers are on an equal footing with chief 
medical officers, and in view of their much larger numbers 
should be in a position of advantage. Those not yet belonging 
to the British Medical Association will very quickly join when 
they find it a body that does something to protect them. It 
is quite clear that the interests of the subordinates are not 
always the same as those of the superiors, many of whom would 
no doubt be very pleased to allow things to go on as they are. 

The importance of the Horton Asylum case is that, for the 
first time, a dismissed officer has succeeded in proving malice. 
(He would nct have been able to do this if the authority 
had not foolishly prosecuted him.) Hence the suggestion that 
superior officials can act maliciously against their subordinates, 
and use the unlimited powers of local authorities for this 
purpose, will no longer be received with incredulity. This 
case, therefore, substantiates the claim that no pensionable 
officer should be dismissed without an inquiry conducted on the 
ordinary judicial lines of letting the accused hear and examine 
the evidence against him (or her). Of course, the practical 
effect of this power to hear cases in camera has been that a 
dismissed officer has not been able to get at the statements 
made against him. Presumably, in most cases, where the officer 
thinks he has been unfairly treated, these statements have been 
false, if not actually malicious, and if they could have been 
discovered an action for siander could have been instituted. 
The authority, by maintaining secrecy about its sources of 
information, prevents any legal action, and the victim is up 
against general incredulity when he tells his friends he has been 
the object of malice. 

Truth is indeed stranger than fiction. It does seem extra- 
ordinary that such things can be going on in this country in 
this year of grace. We look to the British Medical Association 
to expose it, and put a stop to it.—I am, etc.,

alkaloids as is furnished by the new regulation, which I 
condemn. The only difference between the two is that the 
latter. is an unmitigated nuisance to the dispensing doctor 
while the former is not. : 
Clearly, in some countries, though not here, the control of 

this manufacture and supply has hopelessly failed, but vexatious 
restrictions on medicinal dispensing serve only to increase the 
amount left available for illicit use.—I am, etc.,
